Marial Guanella's Charges of Croclly
{0 Prisoners,

Rather Weak Sopport of Charze
of Robbing Drunken Men.

The Evidence Taken,

Tho polics esmmittes conslsting of
Aldormen Mynster, Geito and MoMshon,
met: yeaterday afternoon to investigate
the charges preferred by Marshal Guan
olln ngainat the police furce, Thers has
been for some time an ill feeling between
the marahal’a depariment and thea police
department, illustratiog again what Tuse
Ber has no often contended that these de.
partments ehould work together under
one chief, s it ina fallure for them to
attempt to play the Slamese twin act.
Marnhal Guanella before the commit-
teo claimed that Oflicer O'Brisn had gone
into the jail, whira a United States
army desorier was In costody, and offered
the prisoner half of the $30 reward if ho
wonld admlt to O'Brien that ho was » da-
sertor, snd would go with him ncroea the
river to Omsha. Tha marahal also
olaimed that when it was supposed that
there was a §50 rowsrd cffered for the
prisoner Jerome, that after Jerome had
boen arrested and booked, several other
oficers clalmed that they visited him,
and made such entrica on the register,
whereas only one ofticer arrested and one
entry on the book was enough,

Heo charged nfficora Cosick and O'Brien
with abueing prisounrs after thoy were in
the jwl buiiding, As to abusing prison-
ora in the jail proper, all he claimed to
know was what prisoners told him, He
said that two of them said that Officor
Custck came in at night and kicked and
nbused them. The marshal could not
produca theso prisoners as witnesses. He
supposed that they were stlll in the
county jail, but when he wsent for them
yesterday he foand that they had been
released some time ago.

He a'so said that prisoners had eclaln-
ed the policemen robbed them of money,
He did not know anything of this, either
of hia own peraonal knowledge, and did
not know where any of these eomplain-
ants were now. Oane was ramed Osling-
or, who claimed that O'Brien had got
some from him. He claimed thathe had
£0 when arrested of which O'Brien only
turned over 82 30.

The only complaint that he was per-
sonally conversant with was that pollca-
men after getting prisoners into the
building, before putting them in tho cells
used them more roughly than there was
any need of. Officer Cusick ones arrestod
the vagarant *Cute,’” and after he was
inaide where there wero others to assist
him if the prisoner reslsted, choked
*Cuate" and atrack him withont sufficlent
cause, O'fficer O'Brien once struck at
Still Bates with his billy because he was
having some trouble gettirg him into his
¢sll room, and because Bates was abu-
pive.

Officer Cusick donied the charges so far
aa they roferred to him. As to the
“Cute” cose, he arristed hlm, and on
the way to the station *‘Cuate” resisted
some and was very abuslve. On reach-
ing the door of the building he made a
luoge at Cusick and the latter crabbed
him by the collar, ran him ia aud in the
scoffle strock **Cute"” with his fist,

Mre. Dougherty, who was with Cuasick
at the time, sald that Cute was mad be.
esuse Cuslok would not let go of his
arm, and then tried to jerk away. After
gotting inklde Cusick grabbed Cuote and
choked him up againet the wall

Officor Cusick denied that he kicked
the otber prisoners in jail, as statea by
the marahal. He did visit the jail the
night referred to, and in eompany with
Capt. Hathnway. The captain testified
in full corroboration of this statement of
Mr. Curisk’s.

Officer O'Brien explained that in re-
gard to Oslinger that he and Cflizer
Brooks had to drag the prisoner from the
opers houre to the statlon, he was so
drunk. On rha way some of the money
dropped out of hispeeket on the streor,
near Pat Lacy's, aud after that was
pitked up, thoe rest dropped out wnear
U'Neil's etore, and was picked up
by O'Brien, Tnere was
§2 60 which wes preperly turned over,
and there were several witnosses to those
facts, 1f the man had more monay ft
must have beon lost or spent by the
prironer in his drunken condition.

Officor Brooks corroborated the state-
mens, and other wituesses wero named
who could be interviewed by the com-
miitze,

In regard to strlkiog Still Bates,
Officer O'Brlon explained that he got
Bates to the station all right but when
inside Bates became abuslve and strock
at bim. GGuanella did not offer to help,
but luoehed, saying, *“‘He's tuo much for
yon, O'Brien." Ans Bates struck at him

Guanella then grabbed O'Brien and
Dougherty grabbed DBates, and kept
them apart,
